C h i c a g o , 
June 
2 7 .—The Illinois 
Central is badly crippled by the strike 
today. 
It is said th a t the strikers' 
n e x t w o r k will be on the Great W est­ 
ern. 
The police have been sent to 
the 
yards. 
On 
the 
Illinois 
C e n tr a l 
last 
night 
the 
I O l­ 
cott against Pullm an cars turned into 
a s t r ik e against the railroad company, 
the switchmen going out a t 8 o’clock. 
They were followed by the switch- 
tenders and at m idnight were joined 
by the switch towrer operators. 
This was a surprise to the officials of 
the road, but it was a well-planned 
move on the part of Debs, Howard, 
and the other leaders of the anti-Pull­ 
man war. 
They secretly organized 
these men and resolved to make a test 
of their strength against the road on 
which they are strongest and best 
organized. 
W hen the switchmen and tenders 
w ent out a mob which soon grew from 
500 to 2,DCO switchmen, Pullm an strik­ 
ers and 
sym pathizers gathered a t 
Grand 
Crossing 
and 
stopped 
all 
Illinois 
Central 
trains 
but 
one 
th at 
attem pted to 
pass. 
They 
also 
stopped 
the 
Pennsylvania 
trains. 
At IO o’clock there were nine 
trains of the former road and six of 
the latter blockading the tracks cen­ 
tering at Grand Crossing. The switch­ 
men say they have struck in sympa­ 
thy with the Pullm an strikers and in 
accordance w ith the plans of the 
American Railway Union. 
The mob began to gather a t Grand 
Crossing at 7 o’clock and by 8 o’clock 
became strong enough to interrupt 
traffic. 
No discrim ination was shown 
in the operations of the strikers. Sub­ 
urban trains, passenger trains, freight 
trains, everything, w hether it carried 
a Pullman or not, was halted by the 
mob. 
One Illinois suburban train 
managed to pull through early in the 
evening, but after 
completely stopped, 
was made to get an Illinois Central 
suburban train through, but a man in 
the crowd threw himself down on the 
rails in front of the engine and the en­ 
gineer refused to move the train. 
Police are stationed in the yards 
and no danger of lawlessness is feared. 
An officer of the Pennsylvania system 
said: 
“lf the responsibility for this 
trouble can be located the governm ent 
is likely to take a hand in the fight. 
The stopping of the mail train is a

Trial of the Anarchist, Santo, Begins 
in Lyons—Remains of 
Murdered 
President Lie in State in Capital— 
Riotous Scenes In Other Cities— 
Anarchists Arrested. 


P a r i s , June 27.—M. Casmer Perir 
was elected president of France this 
morniog by seventeen m ajority en the 
first ballot. 
His election will have a 
very quieting effect on the nation. 
The trial of Santa, the assassain 
of President Carnot, began in Lyons 
today. 
Carnot’s 
body 
lies 
here 
in 
state 
today. 
The 
train 
bearing the remains of the murdered 
president of the republic arrived here 
at 3:10 a. in.yesterday. 
The prefect of 
the Seine, M. Poubelle, and his staff; 
the prefect of police, M. Loze, and his 
staff, the railroad officials and Gen. 
Saussier, the m ilitary governor of 
Paris, with his staff, met the body at 
the 
station, 
which 
was 
heavily 
draped. 
The ceremonies a t the rail­ 
road term inus 
were 
private and 
consisted 
only 
in 
the 
formal 
transfer of the remains to the prefect 
of the Seine. 
The casket was placed 
in a hearse in the presence of the 
officials mentioned and the officers of 
the late president’s m ilitary 
house­ 
hold, headed by Gen. Bonus, chief of 
the m ilitary household, Caph Jaure- 
guiberry and CoL Chamoin, and es­ 
corted to the Elysee palace, followed 
by five carriages, including a landau 
which was occupied by Mme. Carnot 
and her three sons. 
In spite of the early hour and the 
fact th at the time the remains of the 
late president were to arrive here was 
not generally known, several thousand 
people had gathered about the rail­ 
road’ station. 
Every person present 
stood with uncovered head until the 
funeral cortege passed on its way to 
the palace. 
The cortege having en­ 
tered the Elysee grounds, the gates 
were closed. 
At the palace the body was received 
by the officers of the late president's 
civil household and conveyed to one 
of the reception rooms which had 
been 
converted 
into 
a 
m ortuary 
chapel, hung with black cloth and 
having a catafalque in its center upon 
which in silver letters was the initial 
‘*C” over the letters “R 
E ” (Re- 
publique Francaise). 
The widow was 
so overcome with emotion when the 
casket was placed in toe m ortuary

During the pillag­ 
ing a barrel of petroleum exploded and 
burned three of the rioters to death. 
Troops have been dispatched to the 
northern d istrict 
In addition all the 
dangerous points about Lyons have 
been occupied by the military. 
More 
serious trouble is apprehended. 
Two 
thousand arrests were made yesterday 
in connection w ith the the anti-Italian 
manifestations. 
Crowds 
of 
rioters 
thronged the streets, and in spite of 
the efforts of the police and m ilitary 
sacked Italian stores and taverns, and 
after throw ing their contents into the 
streets made bonfires of everything 
combustible. 
GRENOBLE, June 27.—There has been 
serious rioting here. 
The disturbance 
commenced 
Sunday night and was 
continued until only this morning. 
The mob yesterday proceeded to the 
Italian consulate and wrecked the 
building. 
A detachm ent of m ilitary 
engineers 
was summoned and the 
soldiers 
charged 
upon 
the mob. 
A fter the rioters were driven out of 
consulate, which was then occupied 
bv the troops, 
the prefect made an 
apology to the Italian consul.

o’clock the m ilitary authorities occu­ 
pied all the public squares and boule­ 
vards w ith infantry, cavalry and ar­ 
tillery, and Grenoble w as, to all in­ 
ten ts and purposes, in a state of seige.

Johnson made the mile in 
public yesterday in 1:56, w ith flying 
start, thus breaking his own world’s 
public record by 7 3-5 seconds and 
Windle’s private record by 4-5 of a 
second.

L y o n s , June 2 7 .— Santo, the anarch­ 
ist assassin of President Carnot, was 
again brought up for examination be­ 
fore Examining M agistrate Benoist 
yesterday. The prisoner declared him­ 
self to be an anarchist and to be de­ 
voted to a policy of violence. 
In this 
affair he said he acted upon his own 
initiative 
He had not been engaged 
in any conspiracy to m urder the pres­ 
ident 
The m agistrate, however, is not con­ 
vinced th a t the prisoner had no ac­ 
complices, as it has been ascertained 
th a t when Santo stopped at Vienna 
and M ontpellier he had several sus­ 
picious conferences w ith persons sus­ 
pected of being in league w ith the 
anarchists. 
In addition, when Santo 
stopped at Vienna, en route to Lyons, 
he slept a t the house of an anarchist 
The police investigation into the crime 
has already led to the arrest of three 
persons at Vienna who are believed to 
have been engaged in the conspiracy.

To t h e 
E d it o r : 
The Wisconsin 
Agricultural Experiment station bas 
recently issued through the 
pen of 
Prof. B. S. Goff, Bulletin No. 39, en­ 
titled “ Noxious Weeds,” ia which 
is 
inserted the current law relating to 
same, with descriptions and illustra­ 
tions of the weeds specified in the law 
and the best methods of extermina­ 
tion. 
Every enterprising farmer should be 
in possession of a copy of this bulletin, 
and every citizen should be informed 
as to his line of duty in the matter. 
Mr. Goff 
says: 
“Our legislatures 
have already come to the aid of the 
farmer in the battle 
with noxious 
weeds and have enacted laws by which 
all owners of land may be called to 
prevent the seedage of the species that 
are supposed to be most detrimental. 
Will they unite to enforce these laws, 
or will they, through indifference or 
negligence, permit them to go un 
heeded? 
This is the question that 
each community must answer for it 
self.” 
The noxious weed law is amended 
by the last legislature, provides that 
every person and corporation shall de­ 
stroy upon all lands which he or they 
shall own, occupy or control, all 
weeds known as Canadian thistle, bur 
dock, white or ox eye daisy, snap 
dragon or toad flax, cocklebur^ sow 
thistle, sour dock aud yellow deck, 
mustard, wild parsnip 
and 
sweet 
clover at such time and in such man 
ner as shall effectually prevent them 
from bearing seed. 
Also to destroy 
any of these weeds growing as far as 
the center of the adjoining street or 
alley. 
It is made the duty of each 
weed commissioner to inquire into the 
existence of noxious weeds in his dis 
trict, and in case of the neglect of the 
owner or occupier of the lands to de­ 
stroy weeds it is made the duty of the 
commissioner to do so, the cost to be 
assessed against the land on the tax 
roll. 
Weeds are the tramps of the vege 
table world and like their human pro­ 
totype, they travel principally by pub­ 
lic highway, because there is always 
danger to them in well cultivated 
fields and well kept lawns and enclos­ 
ures. 
The object of this writing is to call 
attention to the neglect and indolence 
as manifested in some quarters of our 
city, as nearly all the varieties named 
in the “noxious weed” law are grow­ 
ing spontaneously on streets, alleys 
and unoccupied grounds, either open 
or enclosed, the seeds of which have 
or are approaching maturity. 
In fact and principle, as well as in 
law, it is the duty of every citizen to 
destroy and utterly exterminate nox­ 
ious weeds on or about his premises. 
What right has he to permit the 
growth and maturity of seeds to an­ 
noy his more enterprising neighbor 
who persists in their destruction on 
his own premises.

The Motor Disease Attacks the Men

“There is a new disease coming 
chis way," said a doctor today. 
“ I 
lave been reading about it in Eastern 
medical journals, and much attention 
aas been given to it by New York and 
Jrooklyn physicians. 
They call 
it 
the ‘motor disease,’ because it attacks 
motormen on electric cars. 
Yon may 
be sure that as Janesville increases 
her electric street car lines we will 
lave reports of the motor disease here 
It is described as an attack of sleep 
lessee s, followed by continual twitch­ 
ing of the facial muscles and then a< 
complete nervous prostration. 
At the beginning of the attack the 
victim will be sick and nervous for a 
week. 
Then for a week he will feel 
all right and think himself well. The 
third week the trouble will recur in 
worse form and in a few weeks he 
will be unfit for work. 
The cause of 
it is the constant tension, the strain 
upon mind and eyes for twelve or fif­ 
teen hours a day. 
A motorman is al­ 
ways on his feet; he stands with rigid 
backbone and eyes constantly staring 
ahead on the lookout for an accident. 
The constant strain is what brings on 
the trouble. 
It is a form of nervous 
prostration, but from one distict cause. 
Of course it comes on after months of 
service, perhaps years, though some 
are' more subject to 
attack than 
others.’’ 
In connection with the physician's 
comment on a new disease, it might 
be well to add that railroad engineers 
never run more than five or six hours 
on a stretch with fast 
passenger 
trains. 
The tension and strain upon 
mind, eyes and body are too great, 
and veiy often the run is less than 
four hours. 
The sharp and constant lookout 
along the track, the fear of danger, 
the close calls and rigid backbone all 
make up a strain which wears out the 
nervous system. 
While motor tneii 
on electric or cable cars do not run so 
fast, they have more danger ahead 
and the strain is fully as great.
